A good deal of interest is felt among our citizens 
in regard to the action of the Commissioners ap- 
pointed to lay out the proposed new park, and make 

the assessments therefor. The law for laying out 
this park was, as is well known, smuggled through 
the Legislature last winter by certain interested 
parties, who are now basy pretending they had no; 
thing to do with the matter. The people do not 
want the park, and they have a special dislike to 
being compelled te pay for it. But the lew is on 


poned until the next Seon of the Legislature, the 
tax payers and property owners may be 1 
pay for it, be it ever so much against their will. 
The Commissioners held a meeting on last Mon- 
day afternoon, called especially, we believe, for the 
purpose of giving the citizens an opportunity to 
present to the Commissioners their views as to the 
value of the ground proposed to be taken for the 
pak, and also of adjoining property. Although 
tue meeting was announced for some days previous, 
bat few persons attended it, and nothing was offi- 
cially done relative so an assessment, The Com- 
missfoners, however, stated their views in relation 


the public will doubtless be glad to learn. 

The valuation of the one hundred acres proposed 
to be taken for the Park will probably not exceed 
$2,500 an acre or $250,000 for the whole. The as- 
sessment upen property immediately fronting upon 
the Park, it is proposed, shall be one hundred per 
cent. upon its present value. Whet the assessment 
upon more remote property wiil be, is still entirely 
undetermined. But the Conimissioners have deci- 
ded something vastly more important than the value 
ot the land, They claim that, under the law, they 
are entitled to take as much time as they choose for 
the completion of their work. If the Commission- 
n ure right in this, we trust, as nobody bate very 
few interested speculators want the Park, the Com- 
missioners will not act finally in the matter until the 
people whe ure to pay for the Park have an oppor 
tanity to petition to repeal 
sleo discussing their right
